rick, 14 years of age. The shooting is 
of a peculiar nature and has caused 
tremendous excitement in the county. 


Sunday morning at about 12 o'clock 


or later Mr. Conaway went to the ice 
house of Hugh Shannon, in Coleta, 
and in company with William Geesey 
secured a cake of ice, 
Mrs. W. H. 


Herrick, who lives in a Hat twenty 
1'eet from the ice house, imagined that 
robbers were entering or leaving tho 
Shannon store, and securing.a double- 
barreled shotgun she gave it to her 
son and advised him to shoot at tho 
Intruder, but told him to aim low. 


Boy's Aim is True. 


The boy shot, discharging the con- 


tents of both barrels in the back of 
Conaway on the right side, boring a 
hole through live ribs and tearing the 
lung and liver. Conaway fell forward 
with a cry and in an instant was dead-

It. is a hard thing to get out of Lon- 


don. No ma'aer in what direction one 
walks or drives, masses of brick and 
stone work surround one on every 
side: there seems to tfs no end to 
England's capital. 
This 
is natural 


enough when one considers that G,- 
000,000" people call themselves "Lon- 
doners." This army 
of 
humankind 


.must live, and must wort In order to 
house ant! feed itself. As evidence of 
the fact that it works London has 
street after street, filled from one end 
to the other with stores and offices. 
There is "the Strand, running Into his- 
toric Fleet street, 
Bdgeware and 


Whitechapel roads, fashionable Re- 
gent and Bond streets; Oxford street, 
wilh its silverware; Piccadilly, for 
many blocks lined, with shops ard 
farther on with exclusive, clubhouses, 
and other streets far too numerous to 
mention. 
There is much to be seen 


on all of these streets besides shops. 
Throngs of people and; masses of ve- 
hicles fill the walks and roads. It is 
not the street car that distresses one

THE BAD DISEASE 


New State Law Is Strict, But Not 


Generally Known —Protects 


the Live Stock. 


One of the laws of tho state not 


generally understood by those whom 
it particularly affects is the act re- 
lating to the state live stock sani- 
laryi board and its duties and powers 
in 'muasurus taken, to 
protect the 


health of domestic animals of i.lio 
slate. 
The old law, passed by the 


state legislature in JSU1, was fairly 
understood, but at the last session 
nf thu legislature it was 
amended 


to a considerable extent ami it is 
now radically different in sonie of its 
most important provisions. 
For 
in- 


stance, the state live 
stock board 


has the power to determine and em- 
ploy the most efficient and practical 
means for the prevention, 
suppres- 


sion, control or eradication of dan- 
serous contagious or infectious1 dis- 
eases among domestic animals, and 
for these purposes it has full author- 
ity to establish, maintain and rcgu- 
hi'io such quarantine and other meas- 
ures as mayi be doomed necessary, to 
effect the object sought. 
It is pro- 


vided, however, that in the case of 
slowly contagious diseases only dis- 
eased" or suspected animals shall be 
quanuuined. and in case of bovine tu- 
berculosis or antinomycosis 
owners 


tihn.ll be granted the option of retain- 
ing the animals in quarantine under 
such restrictions as the board shall 
prescribe or of shipping them under 
the auspices of liie- board to some 
,-tbbattoir designated by it for immed- 
iale slaughter 
under 
United States 


government inspection. 
In 
case of 


suc.li slaughter 
in 
accordance wi,lh 


those conditions the owner is' to re- 
ceive the net proceeds of. the sale 
1 hereof and will have 
no further 


claim against The stale on 
account 


of such slaughter. 


All claims against the slate arising 


from such slaughter of animals must 
be made by filing witii tlie secrtury 
of state a copy of tho state veteri- 
narian's notice !o the justice- of the 
peace and the return of the apprais- 
ers to the justice,, which notice and 
return shall be certified* by him. 
If 


•the- secretary of stale 'is 
satisfied, 


that the amount rewarded is just and 
that the owner of tho animal slaugh- 
tered is entitled to indemnity he wil 
issue a warrant for two-thirds of Uie 
amount named in the (return: but if 
the secretary' has reason to believe 
that. 
I ho appraised value is greater 


lh:it the real value of such animals, 
lie will pay the owner only such sum 
as he may doom just., provided tlie 
right of indemnity shall not exist. 
nor will payment be made, according 
to the provisions oC tho law, in cither 
of tiio following cases: 


"First—For animals owned by" tlie 


"United States, this state or any coun- 
ty, city, town or village in this state. 


"Second—For animals brought into 


thisi state, contrary to the provisions 
df fhis act, or where -the owner of tho 
animal or the persons claiming com- 
pensation has failed to comply with 
tlio provisions of the same. 


"Third—When tho own CM- or claim- 


ant, at the time of coming into pos- 
session of ,liic animal, knew or had 
-good reason to believe it to be at- 
Hietod with a contagious or infectoiis 
disease. 


"Fourth—"\Vlien the animal slaugh- 


Icrcd was diseased at. the time of its 
arrival 'in this- stale. 


'JFifth—When 
the 
owner 
shall 


have been guilt." of negligence, or has 
wilfully exposed such animals to the 
influence of a contagious or infect- 
ing disease. 


"Sixth—-When the animal 
slaugh- 


tered shall have been brought 
into 


Hie slate within one year prior to 
such slaughter, unless tlie owner or 
person in charge shall produce the- 
certificate of a duly qualified veterin- 
ary surgeon who is a graduate of a 
reputable veterinary 
college, issued 


within ten dayfe of the date ef Impor- 
tation showing such animal to bo free 
from tuberculosis at tile time of its 
arrival in the state."

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One of the most important considera- 


tions in regard to the care of children 
Is that of infant feeding. I save sorno 
ideas in that lecture concerning the con- 
dition and food of nursing mothers, 
keeping in view not so much the ben- 
efit to the mother or wet nurse as the 
welfare of the child; although, as a rule, 
if the health of the nursing child is 
perfect thai of the mother of necessity 
must be so. Therefore, where Clio pre- 
vious instructions arc religiously fol- 
lowed, not only will the health of tlie 
child be secured, but that of the mother 
also. 


One ot the first things that must be 


learned, especially by the young moth- 
er, is the size of the stomach of this tiny 
speck of humanity. 
Some mothers, 


and nearly all fathers, seem to think 
that the capacity of the stomach 
for 


eating is in proportion to the lungs for 
making noise; that there is no limit, 
and food should be taken continuously. 


Such an idea is not justified by ex- 


perience, however, as the capacity of 
the infant stomach at five days old is 
found, by actual measurement, to av- 
erage 25 to SO centimeters, and as a cubic 
centimeter is only a fraction over a third 
of an inch, the youngster's capacity to 
receive and care for milk is limited. 


The little one's stomach grows rap- 


Idly, and at the age of three weeks is 
found to be almost three times as large. 
At eight weeks, however, it has not de- 
veloped in proportion to its previous 
record, for. while at four weeks it is 
found to be about 75 cubic centimeters, 
at eight weeks it has only increased to 
be about 75 cubic centimeters, at eight 
weeks it has only increased to about 95 
cubic centimeters; at 1C months, to 107, 
aud at 20 months to 1CS centimeters. 


Most authorities, therefore, claim that 


more infants are killed b^. overfeeding 
than are starved to death, and there is 
no question but that many of the ail- 
ments of infancy are due to this one 
cause. 
Vet, there are many mothers 


who think they must nurse the poor 
baby ovary lime it cries, no matter what 
the cause may be. 


The best way to guard a;;aii*t over- 


feeding is to get a correct idea of the 
sine of the little one's stomach, and, if 
that cannot fee done from the measure- 
ments 1 have given, then you should ask 
your family physician to show you a bot- 
tle,about the si/.o described. Then you 
should refer to the tables given in the 
Home Health Club Book, volume one, 
and learn how long it takes the milk to 
digest. 
Give the child no more than 


enough to .comfortably fill the stomach, 
and then give it no more, until that has 
Lad plenty of time to get out of the way. 


During the first few days of infant life 


four or five times a day is as often as it 
should be fed, a little water may be 
given, but no other food, such as bottle 
food, as it will only upset the child's 
stomach, and reduce the inclination and 
ability to suck. 
After the third or 


fourth day the intervals o£ 1'eediug may 
be increased to once every two hours, 
and not oftener. 
It is well to begin 


about five a. m. and allow the last feed- 
ing at 11 p. m. Nursing should not be 
permitted oftener than once during the 
night. By paying careful attention to 
the regularity of feeding, the digestive 
organs will be kept in much better con- 
dition, and the baby's sleep will be al- 
most perfect. There will then, also, be 
little danger of overfeeding. 


After about the sixth month of such 


care and attention the child will not 
need to be fed during the night, and not 
later than ten p. m. nor earlier than 
seven a. m. When a year old it will not 
require food between the hours of sev- 
en p. m. and seven a. m. To some ten- 
der-hearted mothers this may seem like 
starving the baby, but if you will only 
try it thoroughly, you will be convinced 
that the child is only not well fed and 
nourished, but that it grows more rap- 
idly, is healthier, sleeps better, and re- 
sists disease more readily than chil- 
dren who are fed in the haphazard man- 
ner commonly followed in most homes. 


Now, to return once more to the new- 


born infant. 
Some very good and ex- 


perienced mothers will not allow thein- 
faijt to receive its milk i'ror.i them for 
ten orit.2 hours, but some of the best au- 
thorities claim that the proper time to 
inrrse the child is when from six to eight 
hours old. This is certainly best for the 
mother, and as a rule for the child, as 
the little one's stomach is then sure of 
a supply of colostrum, the principal se- 
cretion of the first few days. CoTostrur>: 
is mildly laxative and cleanses tbe 
child's stomach of waste matter, called 
uiecor.ium; it also contains an excess of 
albumen, and quickly coagulates when 
boiled. 
There are also found in this 


new milk large corpuscles which may 
readily be seen with tbe microscope. 
They should ail disappear within the 
first two weeks, and if they persist after 
that, the child will be found to have in- 
digestion, aud a change of food is de- 
manded, if you wish to save the baby. 


Some mothers complain that their 


babies demand milk at night, and do 
not care to nurse during the day lime. 
This can ail be corrected b)Ja little firm- 
ness at the start, and allowing the lit- 
tle one to go hungry until willing to par- 
take of its food at the proper hours. It 
will soon learn what is expected, and 
will be all the better too the early les- 
son. About 20 minutes, as a rule, is suf- 
ficient time in which to secure its food, 
and it will usually do?,e off for a little 
nap before the end of that time. As the 
youngster grows and gains strength and 
experience, the intervals between incuJs 
can be lengthened, say after tlie'flftenth 
month, to once every three hours. This 
method can then be continued until lac- 
tation is discontinued,

Although it would seem almost su- 


perfluous to give such 
advice, yet, 


i when one sees the uncomfortable po- 
sition in which yome babies are forced 
to lie while nursing, it is found neces- 
sary to say that the child must be 
held in an easy and comfortable po- 
sition, and the nipple placed within- 
easy reach. 


Some infants are born with a cleft 


lip. 
Such cannot well be nursed at 


the breast, as they cannot form the 
necessary vacuum for drawing the 
milk into the mouth. There are cases 
where they cannot even nurse from a 
bottle, aiid must be fed by gavage or 
with a spoon. 
In case artificial feed- 


ing is found absolutely necessary, then 
there are two essential principles that 
must be observed: 
FTrst to seek, by 


modifying cow's milk, to secure a food 
as nearly as possible resembling hu- 
man 
:t)itfv-, or, second, to adaitt such 


prepared food as one is able to obtain 
to the state or condition and environ- 
ment of individual cases. 1 have heard 
many mothers say that a certain kind 
of prepared food agreed perfectly with 
her child, but in the case of one of her 
neighbor's children it not only seemed 
to be of no value, but to be positively in- 
jurious. 
In following the older meth- 


ods of artificial feeding, tie plan was to 
fjrce the child to adapt itself to the 
food, but the later and more scientific 
method is to adapt the food to the 
child.

Indigestion, 
heartburn, ' 


belching, coated tor.gue. constipation, 
and occasional vomiting are prominent 
signs. 
The liver gradually diminishes 


in si/.o and the skin becomes first pale. 
and then decidedly sallow, dry .and 
harsh. Strength and flesh are lost rap- 
idly, t'ae abdomen becomes distended, 
and dropsy is apparent. 
Diniculiy of 


breathing and 
palpitation and hem- j 


orrhagiis from the bowels occur in ad- 
vanced stages. 


Tea, coffee, alcohol and spices must 


bd forbidden.

Lament's day the president's private 
secretary was concerned .solely with 
routine business, the disposition of 
mail, replying to unimportant corre- 
spondence and the making of appoint- 
ments for bis chief. Mr. Lament, dur- 
ing his tenure of the oth'ce, to some ex-' 
tent made it an added cabinet posi- 
tion. His personal iniluonce with Mr. 
Cleveland was ou a par with Unit of 
any one of the seven counselors pro- 
vided by law. 


Mr. Lament Vas a perfect comple- 


ment for his chief.' 
He h:ul tiietful- 


uoss, unfailing-politem.'**, tin: widest 
acquaintance with public men of :in.v 
man of bis day, ari nlerf. acquisitive 
mind, a personal, poise liwl: could not 
be disturbed, iind'u temper tlmt was 
never milled.

Colonel Lamont used to tell how he 
came to Washington with Mr, Cleve- 
land.

that, judging from tbo returns then in, 
l:e seemed to be elected. "Well,1' said 
Mr. Cleveland, "if I am elected, you 
are elected. 
I must have you with 


me if I SO to Washington." That was 
nil that was said1 about tlie matter. 


One peculiarity that his intimates 


•often commented upon while lie was 
in Washington, and 
which lias r«- 


curred to their minds vividly because 
of the manner of bis death, was his 
keen distaste for being loft alone. 
He 


always contrived thai some one should 
be in the office with him nt, every min- 
ute ot the day. No one ever saw him 
take u walk of even two or three 
blocks uni'.ci-omprtnU.'d. 
If, when it 


came time for him to leave bis office, 
no one else was ready to go lie would 
wait for one of the clerks. After he 
became -secretary oil war and while 
bis fiunil.vi wns out of town he used 
frequently to drop in at the White 
House In the !:ite .-ifternonn and get 
one of the .voting executive clerks, 
whose company he enjoyed, to go to 
dinner with him at n hotel. He never 
said why lie always showed such scru- 
pulous rare to avoid being left alone. 


One of the first things Mr. Lamont 


did as secretary of war was to weed 
out a lot of worthless clerks In his de- 
partment. 
Six-were discharged and 


fifty reduced in grade and pay in one 
day. Another incident that army offi- 
cers are fond of recalling occurred iu 


Senator Harris of Tennessee v/us in 


Secretary Lament's ofllce wben Pay- 
master General Stanton entered and 
began his explanation of the financial 
condition of tbe service, referring par- 
ticularly to tbe lack of funds for tho 
month of .Ii-.ne. 
Secretary 
Lamont 


asked what amount would be rioces- 
ssary to pay off all the June salaries. 


"Oh, something like $50,000," replied 


General Stanton. 


"If you could borrow tliat amount," 


said tbo secretary, "would it be suffi- 
cient'-" 


"You get me Hie money, Mr. Secre- 


tary, and I'll make the payment, ail 
right," said tbc paymaster. 


"Well, I'm thinking about advancing 


it my.ielf." replied Mr. Lamont.

I remain where I was. 
Show me one 


single man who has been so infected. 
Prove to me that he has been so in- 
fected before you ask me to change my 
point of view. 
Of all the mitTions of 


m-en, women and children, who eat bo- 
vine flesh, and drink milk, how is it 
that no case is known where tubercu- 
losis has been set up by the partaking 
of infected beef and milk?" 


This is the very question, says th« 


London Meat Trades Journal, we have 
repeatedly put on record in our col- 
umns, with the additional remark that 
if any man, woman or child had ever 
been certified as dying from 
tuber- 


culosis caused by the ingestion of tu- 
berculous meat, we should have heard 
of it long ago. But there is no such 
-reeord. 
The chief point we have to 


bear in mind, however, is that In this 
•country practically there is no legisla- 
tion satisfactorily 
dealing with the 


scientific economical issues surround- 
ing bovine tuberculosis; and- to remedy 
this the meat trades of Great Britain 
have now a 
bill 
before parliament, 


which, after it has been reported upon 
by the select committee, we hope witl 
become a valuable addition to the en- 
ictments of the country, equitably cieal-' 
ing with the various, interests con- 
cerned, as-well as thoroughly safe- 
guarding the public health.

COMFORT FOR LIVE STOCK 


Rubbing Posts Should Be Put Up in 


Pastures Where There Are No 


Trees ov Brush. 


Where there are no trees or under- 


brush in the pasture the stock 
will 


ot'cen rub against 
fences 
and 
thus 


cause considerable 


'!>' injury 
to 
them- 


selves as well as 
throw 
down 
tho 


fences. 
If rubbing posts are provided 


this trouble will be avoided and 
the 


stock given very material comfort. Two 
convenient forms are shown in.the cut. 
The one at a consists of two posts with 
top piece. The one at b is a single post 
set iij the ground at an angle with cor- 
ners rounded to prevent cutting. One 
of the posts, shown in a, must be con- 
siderably higher than <he other. The 
top rail or bar should be mortised Into 
the posts, which should be deeply and 
securely set to prevent breaking off.— 
Farm and Home. 


Early Maturity Means Profit. 


One of the features of the pig, which 


Is not sufficiently appreciated, is its 
prolificacy. 
While the horse, cow and 


sheep, as a rule, produce but one or 
two young annnallyr the pig may pro- 
duce from 1C to 24,.an enormous per- 
centage of increase. To make the most 
out of pork, the old style of keeping 
pigs IS months or so before slaughter- 
ing" is abandoned, and the animals are 
being fitted for the block at six or eight 
months. The first 100 pounds of gain 
made are^the cheapest, the second 100 
pounds cost more, and. so on, increas- 
ingly, as far as one chooses to go 
Economy would dictate, then, that cer- 
tainly-when 200 pounds are reached the 
animal should be disposed of and. n 
fresh start, made with younger stock. 
The best breed is one which matures 
early, provided it is of good 
size.—
